Street Car and Electric Service Halted, 
Windows are Blown Erom Many 
Homes By a Typical Kansas Twister 








Along with our winter wheather 
which followed on the heels of a 
few .days when the thermometer 
played around the 100 mark, came 
rain to the extent of 79 inches, bring- 
ing the total for the season up to 
"19.85. 

Throughout. the day and last night 
rain fell and orange growers were 
rejoicing, but hay growers will ex- 
perience extra. work, as a vast 
amount had just been cut in the 
country to the south. Los Angeles 
and especially its western residen- 
tial section was visited by a tornado 
last night shortly after 8:30 o’clock 
and many residences were wrecked. 

Outside the indicated area, dam- 
age reports reached the police within 

- an hour after the passing of the 
wind storm. On Ingraham street, one 
block north of West Seventh, several 
houses were damaged and telephone 
poles felled, forced to teetering an- 
gles or splintered. 

Telephone and electric light ser- 
vice in the smitten area was put out 
of order and repair crews, on going 
to the scene, found extensive wreck~ 
age to utility properties. 

Trees were uprooted throughout 
the devastated district. 

Autos, passing through the storm- 
wrecked section soon after the pass- 
ing of the cyclone, beating forward 
in total darkness and downpour, ran 
upon debris with costly results. 
Punctures were so plentiful that 
streets were blocked with tempo- 
rarily incapacitated motor care. 

In scores of houses windows were 


blown out by the force ofthe tor- 
nado.

them, and the supply was soon ex- 
hausted. As their sickly rays wa- 
vered and died residents again were 
leit in darkness. The wailing of 
children commingled with the howl- 
ing -of the storm. 

Rain-soaked, wide-eyed with terror, 
those to whom shelter was open 
feared to venture. Home owners de- 
nied for the first’ time their own 
thresholds, lest the bearish storm | 
demolish their roofs over their heads. 

Many residents of the Wilton place-| 
West Seventh street district were | 
dining when the storm broke. Some 
were giving dinner parties, at which | 
panics developed, some of the guests 
screaming “Earthquake!” while many 
‘others fainted. 

According to residence property 
watchmen in the fashionable neigh- 
borhood, the cyclone was more like 
a typhoon. One watchman said it 
first appeared to him as a _ white 
eloud swooping down upon the ill- 
fated district at exactly 8:30. °

As they sprang to their feet the 
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Ceilings of many of the roofless 
houses began falling soon after the 
storm had passed. This was largely 
due to the torrential rain, heavy at 
the time of the cyclone and becoming 
intensified soon afterward. 

At the home of Al Jennings, well 
known in the film world, at 4046 
West Seventh street, 
was considerable. The storm there, 
Strangely, struck just as Mr, Jen- 
nings was telling his dinner guests, 
including Wilfred Buckland of the 
Lasky studio, of the peculiar effetts 
of cyclones in Oklahoma, whence he 
came. All were gathered about the 
fireplace and Buckland had just said 
he was glad he lived in Los Angeles, 
where cyclones were unknown. Just 
then the cyclone struck the house. 

The house of J. N. Cherness, 4029 
West Seventh street, was badly dam- 
aged. The roof was torn off and 
blown half a block to the north. Dur- 
ing the height of the storm the 
house, according tc the residents, ap- 
peared to be twisted first in one 
direction and then in another. About 
10 o’clock the ceilings began to fall 
and water covered the floore of the 
second floor to an appreciable depth. 

Cursory inspection of the damage 
shows that roofs on the north side 
of West Seventh street were blown 
to the south side of the street, while 
roofs from the south side were hurled 
to the north. This was considered 
good evidence the wind wae of cy- 
clonic intensity and velocity. 

Later inspection on Ingraham 
street revealed considerable damage, 
but not nearly as extensive as that 
along West Seventh. 

Several houses on the’south side of 
Ingraham are damaged, but no ceil- 
ings there were toll to the storm 
king, according to late reports from 
the scene. 

The path of ruin left by the cyclone 
averaged about 200 yards in width 
and the general direction of the 
storm’s head was from north to 
south, twisting its tail as it went. 

A number of persons suffered mi- 
nor injuries by being blown agains: 
walls and, outside, to the pave- 
ments and against buildings.  Till- 
man Hggleston opened the door of 
his .home to. see what... the, nome, 
was all about outside. Hé was 
grabbed by the wind and hurled to]’ 
the sidewalk leading to his front 
door.

So 
much so was this that the Los An- 
geles Street Railway company had 
to temporarily abandon service on 
its West Sixth street line because 
of flood conditions at West fourth 
street and Gramercy. 

The wind last night blew a 70- 
mile gale at sea and signals 
were hoisted all along the coast.
